The Performing and Cultural Arts 


Center Committee organized last year 
to pursue the possibilities of construct- 
ing a pertorming arts center in northern 
Orange County. 

The committee has met four times 
within the last few months to deter- 
mine the support from) surrounding 
cities. 

“We have received overwhelining 
enthusiasm from members of the com- 
munities of Anaheim, Buena Park, 
Cypress, Stanton and La Palma on the 
project,” said Pauicia Kotter, chairper- 
son of the PCAC committee. 

Last month the commitiee presented 
its idea to the Anaheim City Council 
where members asked the city to 
donate to a mulu-city feasibility study. 


“We could use another arts center.” 
said Elizabeth D. Champion of public 
relations and marketing for Cal State 
Fullerton’s Schoo! of the Ans. 

CSUF currently uses Plummer 
Auditorium for its large productions 
and Champion said that a local per- 
forming arts center would be an asset 
to the university. 

“There are not a lot of community 
arts centers,” said Champion. ‘This 
would be a wonderful program.” 

The committee has already present- 
ed its proposal to the cites of Cypress 
and Buena Park, but Kotter admits it is 
crucial that members get support from 
Anaheim. 

“This project could be something

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Littleton murders hit home for Titan editor

Everyone kept getting the name 
wrong. Columbia, Canada, Coronado. 
But to me, the name Columbine High 
School was all too familiar. 

I heard about a shooting in Littleton 
early in the day, and it caught my atten- 
-tion. But it wasn’t until I arrived at the 
newsroom and checked my voice mail 
did the severity of the situation begin to 


setin. 

I was flooded with calls and mes- 
sages from people. “Was that your high 
school?” “Do you know anyone 
there?” “Do your sisters go there?” 

Iam a Colorado native, and grew up 
in the suburban area called Littleton. 

_ It’saquiet community, lined with large 
pines and towering aspens. It sits on the 
edge of the Rocky Mountains. I went to 
high school at Chatfield, ‘the school 
right next. to Columbine, and the two 

-schools rivaled each other in academics 
and athletics. Columbine-Chatfield 
games were the biggest of the year. 


And now, after talking to several of 
my friends who were personally dis- 
traught from watching the horror on the 
television, I flipped on the TV in the 
newsroom myself. 

Instantly I broke out in chills, The 
TV greeted me with an aerial shot of 
the school, the surrounding park, 
library, and the streets encircling the 
whole area, . 

They were streets I had driven on a 


million times, and soccer fields I had 


played and practiced on too many 
times to count.’ Basketball courts, 


where only this past summer, I spent 


time playing heated games of 5-on-5. 

And now, heavily armored SWAT 
team members with giant machine 
guns were rescuing kids from that 
same school. Those kids came out 
telling stories that I could not imagine 
in my worst nightmares. 

One girl said the killer pointed the 


" gun to her head, and then shot a girl 


right next to her. Others told stories of 


- how the killers were going after jocks 


It made me sick when I heard those 
stories. Jocks? When I went to 
Chatfield, { played on numerous club 
teams comprised of athletes from sev- 
eral high schools. Many went to 
Columbine, Those kids now terrorized 
in that high school were the same type 
of people that I knew when I was

Today, all over the world people are 
doing their part to support Earth Day. 

Although CSUF is not holding any 
events today, events have been held in 
the past. 

Recycling bins are available in 
every department and on weekends the 
school has a delamping system where 
most lights are dimmed or turned off to 
save energy, said Dennis Berg, director 
of the Environmental Studies Program. 

Berg also practices environmental 
conservation in his daily life. 

“T recycle and reduce water. I also 
bought a car that has four cylinders,” 
Berg said. “It’s so many litle things 
that you can do, but they're so easy to 
forget.” 

Students also do their part on a day 
-to-day basis. 

“If [see trash on the ground I pick it 
up and throw it away,” said Melissa 
Pascual, a senior majoring in account- 
ing. “I also try to carpool when I can 
and limit my shower time.” 

Other students help out with a city- 
wide effort. 

Mark Barba, a junior majoring in 
business, separates his trash into bins 
provided by the city of Irvine. 

“We got a flier in the mail that said 
the city wanted us to separate all plas- 


lic, grass clippings and newspapers,” 
Barba said. “It makes it really easy.” 

The first Earth Day originated in 

1962 when Senator Gaylord Nelson 
had the idea of a dramatic event that 
focused on the environment, according 
to a 1993 story in American Heritage 
Magazine. Along with Neilson, John 
McConnell and Carmen Colombo of 
Wish Only: Well Zone, and environ- 
mental organization, combined their 
efforts to create the first Earth Day in 
San Francisco on March 21, 1970. An 
estimated 20 million people participat- 
ed in demonstrations all across the 
county. 

Earth Day was celebrated on the 
first day of the Spring Equinox 
because McConnell felt that the 
equinox is the most natural time to cel- 
ebrate the wonders of the planet. The 
Spring Equinox is the only day in the 
year when day and night are equal in 
length. 

An Earth Day Proclamation was 
signed by singer John Denver, writer 
Isaac Asimov, and astronaut Buzz 
Aldrin. The proclamation states, 
“Planet Earth is facing a grave crisis 
that which only the people of Earth can 
tesolve, and the delicate balances of 
Nature, essential for our survival, can 
only be saved through a global effort, 
involving all of us.” 

Earth Day is now celebrated on 
April 22. The Apri! 22 day was origi- 
nally intended as an environmental 
teach-in, where the objective was to 
have states across the nation hold 
demonstrations of concem for the 
environment. However, over the years 
the April 22 day was adopted and is 
now officially known as Earth Day.

The Student Fee Advisory Committee (consisting of 7 students 
and 6 faculty/staff); after three months of fact finding, consulta- 
tion and deliberation, forwarded a recommendation to Dr. 
Milton saa to consolidate miscellaneous course fees on 
campus. (Miscellaneous course fees are the mandatory fees 


attached to individual classes for things such as computer lab, 
science lab, etc.) 


Miscellaneous course fee consolidation will facilitate ease of 
payment for students. The consolidation eliminates the process 
of charging students a number of small fees throughout their 
college career. Consolidation eliminates the administrative 
process, and therefore costs, of collecting miscellaneous course 
fees. Financial Aid operations will be able to use the total 
amount paid in calculating the amount of fees students pay on 
the CSUF campus; this may cause an increase in financial aid 
to the campus. With a stable, predictable source of funding, the 
university will be able to improve academic quality and meet 
future department requests. 


Existing miscellaneous course fees, other than those for travel 
and field trip expenses, performance admission, sports facilities 
and equipment, and any other items not currently covered by 
miscellaneous course fees, are now consolidated. Each student 
will be assessed a $9.00 per semester "consolidated course 
fee." For example, students will no longer pay an individual 
computer lab fee of $15.00 per course but will instead be 
assessed a $9.00 per semester consolidated course fee. The 
recommendation has been approved and will be implemented 
for the fall semester 1999. 


In addition, the Class Schedule will list specific amounts for any 
fees, charges or costs associated with any course, so that 
students can plan their expenses accordingly.

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Youth group to honor the victims of communist rule 


SHONOR: On April 
30, Freedom for 
Vietnamese will display 
flags in Little Saigon

The Freedom for Vietnamese 
group will honor the Republic of 
Vienam Military, whose members 
died during the Vietnam war with 
their “Black April” project on April 
30. 

They will also honor those who 
died in Vietnamese concentration 
camps and civilians who fled commu- 
nist rule after the fall of Saigon. 

The annual project displays South 
Vietnamese and American flags over 
stores owned by Vietnamese in Little 
Saigon. 

Around 20 high school students 
from 15 to 18-years-old voluntanly 
came together in the group after the 
demonstration against Truong van 
Tran's display of communist icons mn 
the Hi-Tek video store. 

The students spent their own 
money to buy the flags and used their 
free time after they completed their 
homework to finish the project. It usu- 
ally was done on the weekend 


“ We respect cash donations from 
people but we are sorry,” said a mem- 
ber, “ We receive flags donation only.” 

Another youth group, The Youth 
Movement for Vietnam, and 32:small- 
er associations, called for a moment of 
silence on Friday to remember the 
people who died on battlefields dur- 
ing the Vietnam War. The group also 
remembered those who died in 
Vietcong jails who fought for free- 
dom, democracy and independence 
for Vietnam. They also remebered 
those who died at sea as they escaped 
the Vietcong regime. 

Some of the group's members are 
college or graduate students in 
Southern California. 

* Everyone needs to keep a silent 
minute on April 30 to think longingly 
of our heroes who dedicated their own 
lives totally to the cause of our nation- 
al liberation by suspending from 
every normal activities,” said Dong 
Matsuda, a UC Irvine graduate stu- 
dent. 

Matsuda, who is a member of The 
Youth Movement for Vietnam, culled 
on a Vietnamese radio station last 
week, saying “our 80 million people 
in Vietnam now should have the nght 
to live in the free society as the same 
as ours.” 

Matsuda added that the Vietnamese 
in America need to work harder to 
introduce the uuth about Vietnamese

The refugees stated that they had to 
escape and if they had been caught by 
the communist Vietnamese secret 
police, they would be placed in hard- 
labor jails for life. 

Even if they escaped, their family

“new economic ones” until they 
died. 

In addition, their children were 
denied schooling because either their 
parents escaped or their parents 
worked or had a relationship with the 
South Viemamese or American gov- 
ernments.

Titans take the growl 
out of Lions, win 5-3 


SBASEBALL: Oborn 
goes 3-for-5 with a two- 
run homer in the first to 
fead the Titans

Titan pitcher Marco Hanlon (2-0) 
pitched three perfect innings of relief 
and Kirk Saarloos pitched a scoreless 
ninth for his fourth save to lead the Cal 
State Fullerton baseball team to a 5-3 
non-conference baseball victory at 
Loyola Marymount. 

The win snapped a four-game win- 
ning streak for the No. 27-ranked 
LMU, who were coming off three 
wins to No. 4-ranked Pepperdine. The 
Titans’ win increases their new win- 
ning streak to four games. 

The Titans (34-8) jumped to an 
early 2-0 lead in the first when Spencer 
Obom hit a two-run homer, his sixth of 
the year. 

CSUF added one more in the third, 
but allowed LMU (24-17) to tie the 
game back up in the fourth and fifth 
innings. 


The Titans, though, broke the 3-3 tie 
in the seventh inning though. With one 
out, David Bacani stole second base 
and continued to third on a throwing 
error by the catcher. 

Reed Johnson, who got on base 
with a walk, advanced to third on a 
Spencer Obom single while Bacani 
scored. After Obor stole second and 
Johnson went home on a Chris Beck 
infielder's choice. Aaron Rifkin sin- 
gled to center to score Oborn with the 
final run of the game. 

Hanlon entered the game in the 
sixth inning and got the entire LMU 
lineup out on four strikeouts and five 
groundballs. 

Saarloos allowed a two-out single in 
the ninth, but retired Tommy Perez on 
a fielder’s choice. Perez had tied the 
game in the fifth inning with a two-run 
homer off Barry Hawkins. 

Obom led CSUF on the offensive 
end, going 3-for-5 with three RBI. 
Shawn Norris also had a multipte hit 
performance, going 2-for-4. 

For the Lions, first baseman Curt 
Fiore went 4-for-5. 

The Lions’ loss marked the 14th 
time in the last 15 meetings that the 
Titans clinched victory. CSUF also 
beat the Lions on March 23 at Titan 


Field. 

The Titans continue Big West 
Conference play with a three-game 
series at UC Santa Barbara this week- 
end. They will then play one more 
mid-week away game against UCLA 
on Tuesday at 6 p.m. before returning 
to Titan Field. 

The Titans are 16-2 and in first 
place with a 4 1/2 game lead over 
Nevada. UCSB is 9-9 and in fifth place 
in the Big West. 


Other Notes 


* After the Titans’ completion of Big 
West play on May 16, the team will 
most likely begin the NCAA regionals, 
which are scheduled to begin on May 
28 and last through June 5. 

The College World Series will 
begin on June 1!. Since CSUF has 
entered the Division I playing arena in 
1975, the Titans have never gone more 
than three years without retuming to 
Omaha. Every four-year Titan player 
has had the opportunity to play in the 
Cws. 

However, that streak is on the line 
this year, since the Titans have failed to 
advance beyond the NCAA regionals 
in the past three years.
